A few days ago a news story appeared in which 
OPA food officials asserted that the government's sub 
sidy program had saved the average consumer $1 2 a year. 
This statement is one of those pat catch-phrases apt 
to mislead many persons, but quite as illogical as the idea 
of the merchant in the story that the "turnover," and 
crowds of eager "customers," might somehow make up 
for his heavy losses. 
In the first place, OPA made no effort to explain 
exactly how the $12 was saved. The apparent l>asis for 
its calculations was to divide the total amount of subsi­ 
dies by the total number of population.

enough to save all of everybody’s food bills. 
Unfortunately for such logic, the savings ire not 
savings at all.
